that, since that time, heavy with- 
drawals and calis on the part of cus- 
tomers had reduced the liabilities to 
about $700,000.. He said it probably 
would be found that the assets, “up- 
on careful liquidation, will yield suf- 
ficient to pay creditors, if not in 
full, at least a very substantial divi- 
dend.” 

Louis M. Kardos Jr., the other 
partner, announced that he also had 
resigned as a director of the Prog- 
ress Bank. 

Kardos and Burke have a mem- 
bership on the Consolidated Stock 
Exchange, from which several firms 
have been expelled recently in con- 
nection with District Attorney Ban- 
ton’s investigation of complaints of 
bucketing. / 

Ross, in his etatement discussing 
the failure, said it was “‘due to in- 
sidious propaganda discriminated in 
the various cities where Kardos and 
Burke maintained offices.”’ 

“There has been a continuous with- 
drawal and transfer of accounts,” he 
said. “With the large overhead ex- 
pense, it would have been impossible 
business without affect- 
ing the rights of creditors.”

WALKED 400 MILES IN 
ALASKA TO ENLIST; DIED 
IN THE “ROMA” DISASTER 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 23.

Merc. SERGEANT ROG- 


ER C. McNALLY, a Phila- 

delphian, killed in the Ro- 
ma disaster, walked 400 miles in 
Alaska to enlist in the World 
War in 1917. Staff Sergeant John

SOLD FOR $3200 AND HIS 
SNUFF BOX BRINGS $240 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23. 
HE American Art Galleries 
eg were thronged yesterday at 
the sale of relics of George 
Washington. 

The collection included trin- 
kets which adorned Washing- 
ton’@ figure. There were his gold 
watch, snuff box, seal ring and 
reading glass. There were also 
articles used in his household at 
Mount Vernon. All of these un- 
til yesterday were the property 
of Gen. Washington's grand- 
nephew, W. Lanier Washington, 
to whom they had descended. 

Washington's gold watch, 
beautifully engraved with his 
crest, and made in France in 
1790, excited the briskest bid- 
ding. Oscar Bernet, agent for a 
private collector, finally landed 
the prize with a bid of $3200. 

A gold seal with the Washing- 
ton coat of arms fell to Oscar 
Dane for $1000. William R. 
Hearst bought a silver water urn 
for $700. The snuff box, con- 
taining a lock of Washington's 
hair, brought $240; silver salt 
spoon, $250; pistol holsters worn 
at Valley Forge, $135, and pair 
of decanters, $280; a writing 
case, $475, and a pearl and gold 
stickpin, $300, went to Dane.

The 
law is frequently violated, but there are punishments for the violators, 
and these punishments are frequently imposed. 

Blustering and boasting is against the present herd law, and the 
blusterer and boaster soon discovers that people walk away and leave 
him to do his boasting to himself. 

The open practice of most forms of evil are not approved by the ma- 
jority, who are quick to make the man who follows them feel their 


It is often said that this law has suppressed genius and made prog- 
But it has more often suppressed what was merely 
pretension to genius and forced progress into surer and safer channels. 

The man who flagrantly and openly runs counter to settled public 
convictions upon any subject is merely handicapping himself. 
be a greater genius than any yet born into the world to get away with it. 

George Bernard Shaw preaches violations of the law, yet no one 
more rigorously conforms to it, even in his writing. Compare, for 
example, the excellent, clear prose of Shaw to the wild and fantastic 
verse forms of the futurist, and you will understand what we mean.

That is where 
Mr. George, I think, may be said to 
be unique and, therefore, interesting.

he uttered was quoted. 

By the time this interviewer got 
around to Mr. George she feared his 
fund of epigrams, cynicisms, his 
repertoire, in fact, might be eéx- 
hausted, although she had a more or 
less different mode of expression to 
offer him, namely through sketches. 
But there were yet a few original 
observations to be gleaned. I think 


Decidedly picturesque she thought 
was an idea brought out in his dis- 
cussion of divorce laws and condi- 
tions in this country. 

Many Dull Marriages. 

“Tl don’t sympathize with the fuss 
being made about divorce over here,” 
he said. “One divorce in every 10 
marriages I hear. And I am told 
that ‘this is awful.’ Well, now, is it 
awful? I on@e worked the question 
out on 115 marriages of my own ac- 
quaintance. I found in that number 
eight perfectly happy marriages; 15 
or 18 unhappy. The rest, the ma- 
tority, just dull. 

“Presuming that the same _ rule 
holds good everywhere and consid- 
ering how readily divorce is obtained 
in this country, the wonder is that 
divorce is not being applied in pro- 
portion to the number of dull mar- 
riages. I think you should dwell 
upon that fact rather than what is 
called a divorce evil. 

“IT am told that a Federal divorce 
law would curtail the number of 
divorces,” he continued, “since in 
some states divorce is more easily 
obtained than in others. Now, if I 
were an American I should not be 
in favor of a Federal divorce law, 
for the reason that America is so 
enormous. Why, it is as big, almost, 
as all Europe. There are radical dif- 
ferences in climate. Morals are due 
to climate. Climate is morals. Peo- 
ple do not behave in Florida, where 
it is always hot, where it never 
snows, as they do, say, here in My- 
s00-ry—is that the way you pro- 
nounce it?—where you may and 
sometimes do have six feet of snow.
